Claims 1 - 17 are pending in the application. 

Claims 4 , 5 and 9 - 1 7 are rejected under 3 5 U.S. C. § 1 1 2, second paragraph as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claims 1-3 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Kirkpatrick (U.S. 
Patent Application 2006/0084229). 

Claims 4-7 and 9 - 1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Kirpatrick 
in view of Itoh (U.S. Patent Application 2004/0058279). 

Please amend the application as follows. 
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
